Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In response to inquiry from Ms. McLeod, Mr. Sisson indicated that a 
typographical error was made in preparing the prior Office action in that claims 40-45 were indicated as being rejected. 
It was agreed that said claims 40-45 were drawn to a method while the elected invention was drawn to an apparatus 
and that the invention of Group I, claims 23-39 had been elected (Applicant's response of 27 September 2001). Mr. 
Sisson further indicated that claims 23, 24, 27-39, and 46 had been examined and were rejected. 

Ms. McLeod indicated that a point of novelty resided in the claimed apparatus where in Claim 23, last clause, the 
recorder acts so to "record the variation of said light intensity level with (respect to) time." Ms. McLeod also directed 
attention to Figure 1 and the description of same as found at page 10 of the original disclosure. Mr. Sisson expressed 
concern over the limitation of how an element is to operate imparts patentability when the prior art teaches the same 
element- a recorder. Mr. Sisson likened the depiction in Figure 1 to that obtained by scanning a capillary 
electrophoresis channel and taking measurements overtime whereby signals are detected and a sequence is thereby 
determined. Ms. McLeod indicated that the measurement of intensity overtime is done in coordination with 
performance of a sequencing reaction such that each nucleotide added is detected. Mr. Sisson noted that the 
disclosed apparatus is under the control of a computer system and that measurements of light intensity is done after 
the passage of a predetermined amount of time, with the time being that required for the performance of assay steps. 
Agreement was reached in that Ms. McLeod would present draft claim language that would further characterize this 
element of the apparatus. 

In response to a request by Ms. McLeod for clarification as to where in column 7 of Rushbrooke et al., support is found 
for teaching "the aspect of having a given signal producing area assigned or targeted to 'predetermined regions of said 
optically sensitive transducer,'" Mr. Sisson noted that Rushbrooke et al., teaches in column 7 that specific pixels of the 
CCD array (specific areas of the transducer) are identified and correlated with a signal. 
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
